This tree, the Ox3-<lundrum arboreuin 


of botanists, is well worthy the interest

!t grows to the height of from 40 to GO 
!ect, and while young it grows wilh 
jrcat rapidity, hiking upon itself a close 
vnd vc.ry pretty habit for an ornamental 
;reo. Its leaves nre deciduous, though 
:heir thick and glossy green character 
jives the true very much theappe.n.raiiee 
of some of our broad leaf evergreens, as 
the laurel cherry, for instance, or the 
orange. Shape of leaves somewhat like 
those of the common peach — a little 
wider and not quite so long. 
Flowers 


are white, on long, one-sided racemes, 
clustered in. a loose panicle at the emU. 
of the branches. They arc rather pretty 
though they would not be considered 
especially showy. While the tree., is yet 
young, tin; bark is smooth anil of a 
cinnamon-brown color, but when older 
and well grown, the bark becomes dark- 
er and rough, very much resembling the 
rough bark of the persimmon. 


The wood of tlie tree under eosidora- 


tion is white and quite hard, taking 
polish very well. Exposed to the weather 
it is rather less durable than the wood 
of most species of oak.

tree possibly possesses some value. In 
tlie lower Southern States a tea of the 
leaves is often employed, in fevers as a 
cooling drink. It is allowed to cool pre- 
vious to administering, when it is given 
as one would give lemonade, whiuh, in 
its pleasant sub-acid tasto, it somewhat 
resembles. 
The leaves are chewed to 


allay thirst. 


But the greatest value of the " sour 


wood " lies, perhaps, in its extraordinary 
virtues as a honey plant. 
It is far supe- 


rior to the Linden, Tillia Americana, 
and, in fact, to any thing else we have 
in the Southern States. A good author- 
ity estimates that 4,000 pounds of hon- 
ey might be made in one season from a 
single acre set to" sour wood." 


As to the range of this growth, it is 


wider than is generally supposed. I 
have seen it growing perfectly hardy in 
latitudes considerably above Indianapo- 
lis, and I do not doubt but that it would 
be hardy in Michigan. Why it is so 
much restricted, natural!}', I can not 
tell, but I suppose it is mainly due to a 
want of the most favorable kind of soil 
— it seems to like a rather thin and com- 
paratively broken land the best. It is 
undoubtedly a tree entirely worthy of 
extended tost, and the interest manifest- 
ed with reference to it in late issues of 
the Farmer has induced me to have a 
few bushels of sned gat hercd for the ben- 
efit of all concerned. 
It grows readily 


from seed, and so long as my supply 
holds out, 1 shall take pleasure in hav-

SPOXOE GATHERING. 


The IVuy Sponge la Gathered at J4i>y 


West and Oilier 1'oliitM. 
I remember using sponges in my 


school-boy days without a thought of 
whence they came, how obtained, or 
their previous condition. 
Altliouo-h lit- 


tle, the sponges which we may find ex- 
posed for sale in drug-stores and other 
places, look unlike animals, yet by our 
naturalists they have been classed with 
the lowest order of the animal species 


The spongo .may be found in the vari- 


ous sub-tropical waters of the world. 
The principal sponging-grounds of the 
United States arc the waters around 
Key West and along tho western coast 
of Florida, from Tampa Bay on tho 
south to Pensacola on the northeast. 
Ihe spongo schooners have two places 
to clean their sponges when coast-spong- 
ing. 
One at Anclote Keys, the other at 
liock Island. 


_ Of the spongo we have several varie- 
ties, classed according to their marketa- 
ble value as " sheep wool," " yellow " 
" fox glove," « grass," etc., besides one 
class, the "loggerhead," which has no 
value, and is not thought worth pickin^ 
up. The first named is the variety mos£ 
ly sought, as it bears the best market 
price. The most of tho vessels eno-no-ed 
in the sponge trade are owned and°fittcd 
out at Key West. The outfit of a sponge 
schooner consists in a number of lono- 
poles with hooks fastened on the en3 
for gathering, and from three to seven 
small boats called "dingvs," from 7 to 
15 inen—according to the number of 
boats—with provisions for from 8 to 12 
weeks; water-glasses, etc. 


Having a curiosity to see actual 


sponge gathering, last Monday morn- 
ing found me aboard the schooner 
" bamfiler," spinning towards the bars- 
but owing to light winds dwrino- the day 
we did not arrive till after iiio-htfali. 
Tuesday morning, however, sponn-in" 
commenced in. earnest. Shortly 
after 


sunrise the "dingys," manned by two 
men each, with water-glasses, spono-e- 
hooks, etc., set off in quest of spoiio-^s. 
One of the men in tho " dingy " sculls 
the boat about here and there, while the 
other, lying across tho boat's thwart 
with his head in the water-glass, scans 
the bottom for sponges. 
The water- 


glass used by the spongers is nothino- 
but a common wooden pail, with a cir- 
cular pane of glass for a bottom. Plac- 
ing this upright iu the water, and put- 
ting the head in far enough to exclude 
most of the ligltf, one can easily see an 
object on the bottom in G or 7 fathoms 
of water. 
The sponger, when he sees a 


sponge, by tho waving of his hand di- 
rects the sculler how to go, and when in 
a desirable position he thrusts his lono- 
pole down and hooks his sponge. 


The vessels usually rcmairfout upon 


the bars from Monday until Friday even- 
ing of cacli week, coming into the Keys 
iriday night, in order to clean the 
sponges which they had gathered the 
week previous, put those gathered the 
present week into the crawls, put their 
wood and water on board, and prepare 
for the next week. The sponges which 
tliey gather one week aro put in crawls 
or pens, made by driving posts into the 
sand, where, at low water, they will bo 
quite or almost dry. Hero they are left 
until the next Saturday, to be washed by 
the tides. On the following Salunl-iv 
they are cleansed by striking" them one 
or two light blows with a paddln. 
When 


the sponge, arc cleaned, they are taken 
aboard tHo schooner and .sirnn- on 
strings usimlly about five and M li:il7(Wt 
long, when they are thrown upon the 
beach to bleach and dry.

"Key West," as 
relating to cigars, is the synonym of 
"Habana,"but they are quite as laro-ely 
produced in Florida, Connecticut, New 
York, Baltimore, Savannah, and New 
Orleans as on the Island of Key West 
But of the " Key West " cigar proper, it 
is to be remarked that it is made out of 
tobacco imported from Cuba, such not 
always being the case of cigars made at 
the East and sold under the name of 
"Key West."—New Orleans Times.
